Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caldwell 
5,025,865. Caldwell shows an apparatus for use in controlling and/or testing an 
underwater hydrocarbon production system, the apparatus having a plurality. of well 
trees 2; a manifold 5; and a plurality of control modules 9, figure 1, for controlling the 
well trees, wherein the control modules are provided, neither at the trees nor mounted 
to the manifiold 5 (disclosed as connected to member 8, thus not mounted to manifold 
since no disclosure is made about manifold 5 and the module 9 being connected or 
mounted to each other), but at a unitary control centre (figure 1 ) for location underwater, 
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the trees being in communication with associated ones of the control modules in use of 
the apparatus a remote control location 

As concerns claim 2, Caldwell shows the coupling of control centre with a remote 
location, via 18. 

As concerns claim 3, Caldwell shows the coupling means comprises termination 
means for location underwater for supplying control signals from said remote control 
location to said control modules (col. 4, lines 18-21). 

As concerns claim 4, Caldwell shows further comprising a manifold 5 in 
communication with the trees 2 in use of the apparatus for controlling hydrocarbon 
extraction, there being a control module 9 for controlling the manifold, which module is 
provided, not at the manifold, but at said control center, figure 1 . 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Caldwell shows the control modules at a 
distance away from the well tree thus meeting the claim language of "provided not at 
nor mounted to".
